W ashington, March 8.—Senator Ba­ 
con of Georgia, who has 
been 
the 
Democratic president pro tem. of the 
senate, alternating with Senator Gal- 
linger, Republican, and who was nom­ 
inated for that office by unanimous 
vote of his party in the senate, was 
defeated In 
the 
Democratic caucus 
for renomination by Senator Jam es 
P. Clarke of Arkansas. 
The vote was 
27 to 14 against Bacon, 
Senator Bacon’s defeat was a dis­ 
tinct shock not only to his Democratic 
friends, but to the senate as a body. 
The senator him self was plainly hu­ 
miliated by what had happened, be­ 
cause he had every reason to believe, 
his friends say, that he would be re­ 
nominated unanimously when he went 
into the caucus. 
The reverse sustained by Senator 
Bacon and his friends was rendered 
all the more poignant by the fact that 
th e successful campaign which had 
been secretly waged against him was 
made mainly on the issue that Sen 
ator Bacon had insisted on his right 
to be chairm an of the foreign rela­ 
tions com m ittee by seniority, and it 
was argued that he should not claim 
two such im portant posts at the hands 
of the senate organization. 
This argum ent was particularly et 
fective with the new crop of senators, 
who are seeking im portant places on 
committees 
and 
who 
have 
been 
chafing under the rule of seniority. 
Senator Clarke, whose election is now 
Assured, is classed as an ultra-con 
sedative. 
The friends of Senator Bacon at 
tributed the turnover in the caucus to 
a deal between some of the progres 
sives and Senators Clarke and Sim­ 
mons of North Carolina. They charge 
that these progressives, in their de­ 
sire to beat Senator Martin of Vir­ 
ginia for caucus chairman, enlisted 
the support of Senators Clarke and 
Simmons by holding out a promise 
that 
the former would be elected 
president pro tem. and 
the 
latter 
given the chairmanship of the com­ 
mittee on finance. This contention is 
emphatically denied by some of those 
who voted for Senator Clarke. 
Mr. Bacon is the oldest Democrat 
Sn the senate in point of service. He 
was elected in 1894, and on March 3 
entered upon the service of his fourth 
'Sonsecntive term.

It was only after repeated decisions in inferior eourti 
and long drawn out litigation that the courts of last resort 
finally placed their seal of approval on insurance contracts. 
Until that time contracts et' insurance were the exception 
in business. Since then their increase in popularity has been 
almost phenominal. 
In these times scarcely no prudent business man or house­ 
holder regards going without insurance, especially against loss 
by fire as anything short of tempting disaster. 
Insurance has long $ince passed above the high class of 
judicious investments and entered the highest of all classes— 
an absolutely necessary expenditure in legitimate business. 
After having passed through tin* fire of long litigation in 
which the* very right to exist at all was questioned, out into 
the broad highway of legitimate business to the important eta 
lion they now occupy, the managements of the big tire insur 
anne companies are once more drawn into tho unpleasant posh 
lion of having the legality of their business questioned. 
Several publications of note are now printing very ugly 
charges against the business of insurance-—hr© especially— 
and it is not unlikely that having become well grounded, as a

Hates of insurance have been increased in such aiuazuiK 
percentages iii many localities among which our own must he 
classed, that the insurance business is fast* assuming an atti­ 
tude which may subject it to the serious charge of, by com­ 
bination, placing a*prohibitive price <>n a necessity. 
Indeed, if an investigation is not already begun, it is ser­ 
iously contemplated under the anti-trust law, which prohibits 
combinations in restraint of trade. 
Fire insurance rah*s are advanced by nearly all companies 
doing business in tin* state with that uniformity which 
gests at least a suspicion of concerted action. 
Having established, >vars ago, tin* legality of their con­ 
tracts insuring against loss, tin* big insurance c o m p a n ie s now 
find themselves face to face with the restriction that the law 
has very wisely surround***! those who deal iii legitimate trade 
products, 
Locally, there has been much complaint 
at 
the upward 
leaps and hounds of insurance rates and many business men 
led that tho cost has nearly reached the 
limit. 
They find 
themselves rapidly approaching the time when a necessity will 
he denied them hoc a use of the prohibitive price placed upon 
that necessity. 
The great fire loss Buttered here on the night of December 
Bist, IDI I, is tin* cause assigned by many unthinking people 
as the cause oi the tremendous boost in tin* cost of insurance. 
Men who carry a largo amount cl insurance have gone further 
for tin* cause and have semi in tin* uniformity of action by tin* 
several companies and a rough comparison of premiums re­ 
ceipts and lire losses, a chum* which is far,behind that loss. 
Then, too, I rom all sections of the state tho same cry of 
distress goes up from those who must insure. 
It must not be supposed that the rate is nuiform in all 
places, Local conditions do effect tin* rate and local conditions 
may have some place in the calculation which fixes the rate iii 
this city, hut not to any great extent. 
And if such conditions 
clo exist here, it is a present condition which can and should 
be remedied, 
it is not because of a fire loss sustained more 
than a year ago, 
insurance premiums do not find a basis in past occurrences 
except as occurrences point tin* existence of bad conditions 
heretofore unknown. 
Then, if the same conditions continue 
the insurance rates will advance and if conditions are better­ 
ed they will remain as they were or be reduced.

“ Farm ers throughout Ohio should 
lorn uo tim e in preparing for th eir 
spring spraying and pruning,” ad­ 
vises an expert of the horticultural 
departm ent at the College of A gri­ 
culture, Ohio State University, 
in 
discussing practices which are now 
seasonable. 
“Spraying and pruning 
m ust be relied on to keep orchards 
of the state in a state of healthy 
grow th and give to the people of 
the state a crop which shall com­ 
pare well In value w ith 
th a t 
of 
other fruit-grow ing states. 
There 
is no reason why Ohio should not 
head the list of 
middle 
w estern 
states engaged in fru it production, 
but scientific methods m ust be used 
to attain this end.” 
The presence of the San Jose scale 
on Ohio trees has aroused no small 
interest in the methods advocated by 
the College of A griculture. 
Spray­ 
ing the trees w ith lim e-sulphur m ix­ 
ture has been found very efficient in 
the elim ination of the 
scale, 
but 
there are still many farm ers who are 
not sufficiently acquainted w ith the 
proper m ethod of preparing the m ix­ 
tures and the m anner in w hich the 
trees should be sprayed. 
One of the strongest educational 
features presented to the people of 
the state has been the splaying and 
pruning dem onstrations by experts 
connected w ith the extension work 
of the College of A griculture. 
In 
scores of com m unities the value of 
the fru it crop has more than doubl­ 
e d in a single year as the result of 
the introduction of scientific m eth­ 
ods, tau g h t by these w orkers. 
Not 
only on the spraying of trees does 
the success of the orchard depend; 
there m ust be a substantial prun­ 
i n g of the trees in m any sections 
of the state, cu ttin g out grow th th a t 
is detrim ental to the production of 
the best grades of fruit, and th ere­ 
by conserving th e life of the tree 
itself. 
The extention departm ent is a r­ 
ranging schedules for a num ber of 
these special dem onstrations throug- 
ou t the southern section of the state 
and is receiving a large num ber of 
applications. 
There are still a few

siring the services of the extension 
w orkers may secure one of the dem­ 
onstrations by filing an application
